SOUP KITCHEN FOR THE 


JEWISH POOR, 
6, FASHION STREET, SPITALFIELDS, 


COMMITTEE of the Soup 
Kitchen for the Jewish Poor beg 
leave to announce that the first DISTRI- 
BUTION of relief during the coming 
winter will take place on MONDAY, the 
11th of December, at 5:30 o'clock, when they 
hope for the presence of the supporters of 
this Charity. 

During the last winter applications for 
relief were so numerous that the amount 
of bread given away nighily had to be 
increased to nearly twenty-three hundredweight, 
and of soup to siz hundred and fifty gallons. 

Increased quantities naturally entaled 
increased expense, but, unfortunately, though 
the demands on the Kitchen were largely 
swollen, the Committee had to meet their 
demand with shrunken resources. It was 
impossible, therefore, to open the Kitchen 
more than three times weekly, except on the 
occasion of special disvributione. 

The Committee earnestly implore the 
Community to extend to them this year a 
larger measure of support. Sickness and 
suffering are unusually rife in London; the 
depression of trade and the consequent lack 
of employment tell on those who, having little 
that cheers life and sustains health, must 
lcok forward to the forthcoming winter in 
sadness and gloom unless help be extended to 


them more freely than hitherto. 


Relief is only given to the deserving. and 
the case of each applicant is carefully 
investigated. The plan adopted of giving 
cevered cans of hot soup to be taken by the 
recipients to their homes renders the meal 
available t> the children and weakly, who, in 


consequence of the enhanced cost of fuel, | 


would otherwise be precluded from partaking 
in the coldest weather of that which they 
most require, namely, a hot meal. 

The Committee would again call the 
attention of the community to the system of 
extra distributions given in the name and 


if possible in the presence of the donor.

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generations. Over these functions as well as over the administrative work 
of collecting the Society's rents and conserving the Society’s buildings, the 
Treasurer for his year presides; and it is unnecessary to say in these 
columns that Mr. Arthur Cohen is eminently qualified to satisfy the 
financial as well as the ornamental requirements of the position. It may 
be said of him in the language of surveyors that he will keep the fortunes 
of his Inn in substantial and decorative repair. 


In many synagogues, on Sunday next and the following Sunday, there 
“will be special Children’s Services, or children’s sermons, in celebration of 
Chanucah, These children’s functions in connection with Chanucah are of 
recent growth, and they are one of the happiest signs with Which we are 
confronted of the desire of the present generation to adapt Judaism to the 
needs of the time ina way to which no one can take objection. In America, the 
vital significance of the Feast of Lights, and its power to appeal to the young 
in all ages and stimulate their religious fervour, has long been recognised. 
To us in England this recognition has come later, but not too late to be of 
the utmost help in the maintenance of Jewish tradition, ‘The stirring nature 
of the story on which the institution of Chanucah is founded, the instructive 
contrasts that may be drawn between Hellenism and its encouragement of 
licence and Hebraism with its inspiration to self-control, and the lessons of 
moral heroism that may be deduced, are all capable, if skilfully handled, of 
making a deep impression on the youthful mind. Where children attend 


Jewish schools, and Chanucak. is observed in the home, there is, of course, less » 


necessity for special Children’s Services. But in an age in which domestic 
observances are falling into disuse, and Jewish children attend ordinary 
schools, it is only by means of such services that many of them can be 
familiarised with the beautiful custom of lighting the lights which forms 
the characteristic feature of the celebration, This year, Chanucah falls 
some two or three weeks earlier than usual, but when, as gencrally 
happens, it synchronises with the great national festival which 
our fellow -citizens observe at the end of the civil year, the 
necessity of training our youth to reverence and love their own institutions 
becomes of paramount importance. Children at that season of the year are, 
moreover, home from school, and this just furnishes the opportunity of 
assembling in the synagogue that class of scholars who are most removed 
from Jewish influences at other times. 


The financial arrangements of the United Synagogue involve important. 


and delicate relations not only between the central body and the constituent 
congregations but also between the several Synagogues. The Report of the 
Special Committee proposing a modification of the existing system by means of 
a Sliding Scale, adjourned from the last meeting of the Council, is the 
principal item on the Agenda for next Tuesday evening. The Iuxecutive 
have shown no disposition to view the proposals of the Special Committee 
with any favour, and the zealous Senior Treasurer, Mr. David Davis, has raised 
a legal objection which, if persisted in, may stand in the way of the Report 
being discussed at all. Clearly, a subject involving such intricate details as 
those connected with the financial arrangements of the United Synanogue can 
only be satisfactorily dealt with in a ‘Government measure.” If no com- 
promise between the extreme views on both sides can be hit upon, there is 
danger of this question being made the battle-field for a trial of strength 
between the I:xecutive and some of the rank and file of the Council. Which- 
ever side be victorious the interests of the United Synagogue cannot but 
suffer in such a struggle. To stifle debate by means of a legal point would be 
a dearly bought victory, which would not tend to improve the already strained 
relations between the Honorary Officers and not a few members of the Council. 
The Executive would best serve the interests of the United Synagogue by 
agreeing to some compromise which would secure that the further considera- 
tion of the subject should be referred to the Honorary Officers, who alone 
have sufficient experience and familiarity with the intricate details to deal 
with the question in a competent and satisfactory manner. 


Among the many and varied duties undertaken by the United 


Synagogue, there are none more urgent and necessary than those performed 
under the direction of the Hospital, Prison, etc., Visitation Committee. The 
Jewish poor now no longer confine themselves to one particular quarter of 
London, or to one or two special institutions, Their shyness or avoidance of 
non-Jewish establishments has worn off, and the result is that the visitation 
has to be extended to nearly every public institution in the Metropolis, while 
certain prisons outside London, where Jewish prisoners are grouped, 
have also to be visited. In addition to the visitation of Institutions, the 
Visitation Committee pays the expenses of visitors at the homes of the poor, 
it provides a weekly service for Jewish soldiers at Aldershot, and has to pay 
the cost of maintaining Jewish children committed to the Netherton 
Reformatory and to the f,ewisham Industrial School. The Visitation Com- 
‘mittee’s Fund is bankrupt, and the Committee apply to the Council 
for a vote of credit for the purpose of meeting their liabilities for the coming 
year, and also solicit an increased grant for the future. In recommending 
the Council to agree with this request, the LExecutive Committee 
point out the necessity of providing the necessary means in order 
that the work of the Visitation Committee should not be crippled. 
Apart from the annual donation of £100 of Messrs. N. M. Rothschild 
and Sons, the main burden of support is thrown upon the United 
Bynagogue. The Executive Committee remark “that no duty can be more 
sacred than that of administering relief to the sick and suffering; nor more 
urgent than that of giving a fresh start in life to the discharged prisoner. 
Spiritual aid to a prisoner is undoubtedly a good thing, but it must be 
supplemented by material aid upon his discharge. The Royal Society for the 
Aid of Discharged Prisoners exhibits a long and brilliant catalogue of 
successes, and the exertions of the Prison Visitors of the Synagogue, in

aiding and relieving discharged prisoners of the Jewish faith, have frequent] 
been fruitful in results. The Executive Committee, therefore, express thy 
hope that other wealthy Congregations in the Metropolis will recognise the 
duty of co-operating with the Visitation Committee in the useful anq 
necessary work which is undertaken.” 


Mr. Athelstan Riley, whose views on the question of religious edu:ation 
in Board Schools we published in our previous issue, contributes to the 
Review of the Churches for November—December the first of a series of 
papers which is to form a “ Round Table Conference” on this important 
subject. Mr. Riley’s observations are principally intended as an appeal to 
Nonconformists not to turn their backs upon the Church party in its endea- 
vours to obtain specifically Christian teaching for Christian children, “ True 
education,” he says, ‘‘should have for its object the whole man, and a 
system which developes one side of his nature only, and that the lowest, and 
leaves the other untouched, does a great wrong both to the individual and 
to the community of which he is a member.” Allowing, then. that true 
education must include religious education, the question arises, What relj- 
gion shall be taught? Here Mr. Riley makes a statement with which we — 
are unable to agree. He maintains that the men who drew up the 187] 
compromise being of such pronounced Christian views as Mr. W. H. Smith 
and Mr. Samuel Morley were known to be, when they laid down the rule that 
no teaching was to be given in the special religious principles of any one 
denomination, they could only have intended to exclude such differences of 
religious teaching as obtain among Christians, not differences between 
It was a compromise, he says, between Churchmen 
and Nonconformists, and not between Christians and non-Christians ; while 
the Conscience clause was provided for those who object to Christian teaching 
altogether. Is not this rather a large assumption, and unlikelyto be correct ? 
However sincere may have been the devotion of Messrs. Smith and Morley 
to the Christian faith, is it likely that they would have thus brushed aside 
the claims of Jews, Theists, and others to be provided with the kind of 
religious instruction to which they could subscribe, and not merely to have 
the liberty of absenting themselves from a teaching from which they dis- 
sented? It seems far more probable that the rule was framed in the interests 
of all sections of the nation alike—non-Christians as well as Christians, 

Mr. Riley of course has something to say on the question of Jewish 
instruction, which he considers to contravene the School Board regulations in 
the following four particulars : (1) Jewish holidays are observed ; (2) the 
Board appoints Jewish teachers and pays for them out of the rates; (5) the 
teachers give the religious instruction in the ordinary school hours; (4) 
this instruction is not given according to the Board’s. undenominational 
syllabus, but according to a syllabus drawn up by the Chief Rabbi himself. 
At first Dr. Martineau and the Chief Rabbi were opposed to any disturbance 
of the compromise, bnt since he proved these facts to their satisfaction, they 
have both agreed (in the 7émes of the 4th and 10th of May) that “ the 
simple remedy is to recognise the different requirements of (different) con- 
sciences, and make distinct provision for each.” Mr. Riley states that he 
was quite willing to adopt this suggestion, but his opponents would not hear 
of it. Headds: ‘ The Jewish argument is absolutely unanswerable. If it 
be not contrary to the Act of 1870 and the School Board system to teach 
Jewish doctrines in Board Schools by Jewish teachers, it cannot be contrary 
either to teach Christian doctrines in the same way.” It might be well if 
some Jewish writer were admitted to this “ Round Table Conference,” so 


that the question could be argued from a purely Jewish point of view ina 
broad and enlightened spirit. 


It has been most happily pointed out by the Scotsman that Lord Bute 
is not only an earnest student of the past, a patriot conspicuous for his single- 
mindedness and disinterestedness, but that he is tolerant to a degree. The 
Scotsman says: ‘Is further proof needed that the venerable seat of learn- 
ing which the Lord Rector thinks not unworthy of sustaining comparisons at 
more points than one with Oxford itself, not merely ‘stands 
on the brink of the waves’ in the stress of the storm, but 
can move and grow with the times, gathering tolerance and wisdom 
along withage. Surely that proof may be found in the fact that as part 
of the installation ceremonies, its honorary degrees were conferred regardless 
of sect, or race, or school, or other distinction beyond rank in the hierarchy 
of learning and of character, among others, upon the ehiefs of 
the two political parties of the day, and for the first time 
in our academic history, on a Rabbi of the Jewish Church.” 
We may well felicitate ourselves on the progress made in the field of religious 
toleration, when we read these observations, and rejoice in the distinction 
conferred on the Jewish community in the person of one of its most vener- 
able and earnest champions. At the banquet given by the University, the 
Rev. Dr. Lowy occupied the seat of honour next to the Lord Rector. Dr. 
Donaldson, the Principal of the University, in proposing the health of the 
noble Marquis, especially dwelt on the fact that the most ancient University 
in the United Kingdom placed the duty of mutual toleration on the highest 
pedestal, and had proved this fact by doing honour to the representatives of 
science and literature, regardless of creed. He congratulated his hearers 
on the fact that the Jewish Minister, who had that day been received as one 
of themselves, “ was universally known for his catholicity of feeling, which 
accorded so well with the catholicity of sentiment that had characterised the 
proceedings of the University.” | 


In his opening address to the Royal Statistical Society, Mr. Chas. Booth 
deals with the problem of the relations of poverty and the rate of natural 
increase, ‘* Whitechapel is somewhat peculiar,” he says, and explains the 
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peculiarities as due to its being largel 
Jews. It is, therefore, of interest to contrast it with other parishes‘in the 
[ast End. It has least of a central and comfortable working class (SL per 
cent.) yet 1b is only seventh in order of poverty, but third in overcrowding 
It stands highest in the quality of possessing the largest proportion of 
unmarried males between the ages of 15 and 45. Its birth rate 1s 35, the 
lowest among the poorer parishes, its death rate 23, as low as any. The rate 
of increase is thus 12 per thousand, which is a distinctly low rate of increase. 
This may be due to the superfluity of bachelors, but may also be caused by 
the method of calculation. As Mr. vacobs has shown in his “ Studies in 
Jewish Statistics,” the large numbers of Jewish children make all percentages 
reckoned on the whole population (including children) delusive. Thus leckuse 
Jews have more children, and keep more children alive, they appear to have 
less. Similarly, it may be that the Jews of Whitecha 
less because they keep alive more, 


Last Sunday was Museum Sunday, and several of the most prominent 
preachers in the metropolis—the Rey. William Rogers, Professor Shuttle- 
worth, Stopford Brooke, Frederic Harrison and Moncure JD. Conway—took 
occasion to urge the claims of the Society whose object is to procure the 
opening of museums, art galleries and libraries on Sanday. Those who 
favour this movement maintain that, instead of destroying the observance of 
Sunday, they would better it by providing the 
with greater facilities than they at present enjoy for improving 
the mind, broadening the sympathies refining the taste. 
Judging from the fact that twice as many preachers have advocated 
the cause this year as last year, and from other indications, it would appear 
that clerical opposition to the movement is waning, 
the Bishop of Rochester has recently presented to the Upper House of 
Convocation at Canterbury a report in its favour. The Committee over 
which the Bishop presided, having made enquiries by circular of the clergy, 
confess to have been greatly surprised by the overwhelming preponderance 
of clerical opinion in this direction. ‘* We do believe, my lords.” they report, 
‘that the Church has nothing to fear, or rather that the deposit entrusted to 
her keeping will in no way be harmed, if more institutions than now should be 
opened for atime upon Sunday.” It is furtherclaimed that the Sunday opening 
of the national museums is purely a local question to be decided by Londoners 
for themselves. Asa majority of the London County Council and the London 
Members of Parliament are in its favour, it is urged that London should 
enjoy the same privilege as has already been conceded to some of the 
provinces. A mistaken notion prevails that new legislation would be needed 
to bring this about. It is, however, merely a question of a money vote 
for the extra expenses wluch would be incurred, and, this can be passed by 
a simple resolution of the House of Commons. We have frequently expressed 
ourselves in support of the movement, and if there be any difficulty in the 
way of procuring Christian attendants, it could be met, as Mr. Beerbohm 
Tree stated the other evening, by requisitioning the services of Jews.

MASHONALAND. 
"FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


SALISBURY, OcTORER L5rn, 1803, 


I was witness three days ago of an extremely interesting ceremony, viz., the 
commencement of crushing with the battery, recently erected by the spirited 
proprietors of the Salisbury Reef Mine, Messrs, Susman, Zaffere and Jacobs, 
who as may be inferred from their names are Jews. /c/ut was lent to the 
proceeding by the presence of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, who started the machiner 
into motion, and subsequently during an important speech on the troubles wit 
the Matabele warmly expressed his admiration for the enterprise shown by 
the owners of the Reef Mine. Mr. W. Fairbridge, who presided at tke 
lunchen, also bore witness what could be accomplished by unaided individual 
and true pioneer enterprise. I have on more than one occasion referred to this 
valuable property, the ultimate success of which is a foregone conclusior, [em 
not writing from any intimate knowledge of my own, although I have seen the 


- Inine, but from what I have been able to gather from men more competent to 


judge than myself. Iam informed on good authority that the mine is one of 
the best properties yet discovered, and the amonnt of labour expended on it 
shows what energy and perseverance can do and what our people can achieve 
when put to the test, 

I assert, without fear of contradiction, that if we had but fifty men in our 
midst like Messrs, Susman, Zaffere and Jacobs our population to-day would 
be reckoned by thousands instead of by hundreds, I may inform you that this 
is only one of the many gold-bearing districts in this country. As I have 
before written to you, the public at home cannot understand Mashonaland, 
and whatever I have said in its favour has not in the least been exaggerated. 

We Jews are not unmindful of our duty towards our new home. Five out 
of our small band of ten have gone to the front with the column advancing 
against Lobengula, We are anxiously waiting for news, either of a settlement 
or of war, but we have no fear of. the result. When once the question is 
settled business will be better than ever, though at present it is bad. Mr. 
Rhodes’ presence here may, however, tend to bring about an improvement, 


In the list of wounded telegraphed from Palapye appears the name of Levy 
Fort Salisbury. Mr. Levy is evidently one of the volunteers referred to in the 
foregoing letter,

THE JEWISH MODE OF SLAUGHTERING CATTLE. 


— 


The following letters have been addressed to the Chief Rabbi by Dr. Macalister 
Professor of Anatomy at Cambridge, and Dr, Michael Foster, F.R.S., Professor of 
Physiclcgy at the same University. 


PROFESSOR MACALISTER, CAMBRIDGE. 


I do not consider myself competent to speak with any authority cn the subject 
of the two methods of slaughtering animals, I have seen the ordinary poleaxe 
method, and know that when erpert/y done it is singularly rapid, but Ihave geen it, 
when performed hy clumsy hands, by no means s9 satisfactory. I have seen sheep 
and smaller animals killed by cutting the throat, and with rapid division of the 
large vessels and nerves, death takes place so very quickly that the method of 
slaughter could ecarcely be made more expeditious. It is my impression that there 
is more of reflex convulsive motion during this method of killing than the other, 
but this does not mean suifering, as the same kind of mction can be seen ia a 
decapitated animal. | 

if the necessary preliminaries of securirg tha enimal for slaughter cin be done 
without violence, it is my impression there is very little to choose betweeu the two 
methods; but as I have already said, [do not consider myself as able to give any 
authoritative pronouncs ment on the subject. 


PROYTESSOR FOSTER, F.RS., CAMBRIDGE, 


It appears to me that the amount of pain entailed in death by cutting the 
throat must depend largely on the sk:ll with which the operation is conducted. I 
understand that in the Jewish method both the carotid arteries ad all the veins in 
the neck are completely severed by one rapid sweep with a very sharp knife. In 
such acase, the escape of blood from the divided vessels must be so rapid and 
abundant that the brain must become bloodless in a very brief space of time. The 
free escape from the divided carotid arteries wou'd prevent any flow to the brain by 
the vertebral arteries, which are not divided. All our experience goes to show that 
when the brain ceases to receive an ad: quate quantity of blood consciousness goes. 
This seems especially to follow if the loss of blood be rapid. In the absenca of 
consciousness, pain is of course impossible. Hence, the pain felt in death by this 
method is the pain cf the cut itself and the pain (perhaps we ought to call it the 
discomfort) of the becoming unconscious. The latter we may neglect. As to 
the former, all our experience goes to show that in animals the pain cansed by 
cutting the skin is not great, indeed is very slight compared to that felt by human 
beings. Animals show suffering chiefly when the nerves are cut, but the nerves 
divided in cutting the throat are chi-fly the vagus, or pneumogastre nerves, and 
these differ from ordinary nerves in containing iew, if any, fibres, which, when 
stimulated, give ris? to piin. | 

I am therefore lcd to infer that in death by the Jewish me'hod the amount of 
pain cannot, at any moment, be ve:y great, and that such j;a‘n as ts inflicted las‘s 
for so short a time that the whole pain felt cannot be very great. 

One must not be misled by the struggles of the animal as it is dying ; theseare 
the direct result of the bloodjlessness of the brain, aad so far from being signs of 
pain are in themselves a proof that the animal has already lost consciousness, and 
therefore is removed from pain. 

And of course, if the opcration were to be conducted as in ordinary “ p‘g- 
sticking,” in such a way that the escape of blood is relatively slow, and hence con- 
sciousness maintained for a longer time, decidedly greater opportunities fcr pain 
would occur. | 

In pole-axeing, the interval between the beginning of the pain caused by the 
blow on the skull and loss of consciousness, is distinctly shorter than in death by 
cutting the throat, so short that we may fay no pain at all is felt (and the same may 
probably be said ef death by pithing), still if that interval were for any reason 
prolonged, as by the stroke being a clumry cne, the pain felt would be far greater 
than in death by cutting the thioat. 

Taking all things into consideration, the amount of prin entailed by the Jewish 
method does not seem to me to justify the agitation which has risen up against it. 


M. Timostiewicz, the Government Veterinary Surgeon for Bulgaria, under 
whose supervision are placed all the slaughter-houses in the Principality, bas 
been interviewed to ascertain his views on the Shechita Question. 
Timostiewicz, who is also Editor of the Bulgarian Veterinary Journal, informed 
the interviewer that throughout the country animals slaughtered for food are 
killed according to the Jewish method, as the cutting of the throat offers the 
most approved mears of satisfying hygienic and ecoromical requirements. No 
unnecessary pain is given to the animal, and neither before or after the throat 
has been cut are any blows given on the head. M, Timostiewicz has promised 
to give, for publication, statistical and other data on the subject.

Srr,—In asking 
the Jewish Boare of Guardians, which for many years you have 
your columns, I pointed out that the Institution was placed in a 
extreme, and more grave, than we had ever before known. 

I deeply lament that the situation I have to depict to-day—I fear at greater 
- Jength than is my wont—is far more serious than that of last year, and I desire 
through your valuable journal to lay before the public the gravity of the crisis 
which now threatens us, the calamitous consequences of which, it 1s no reflection 
on my Board to admit, we shall be powerless to avert unless the community 
rallies immediately and generously to the rescue of our Institution. I will not 
stop to dwell on those consequences, 80 well indicated in your article last week, 
which I am sure all thinking minds will acknowledge to be, at this moment, as 
serious to the reputation of the community at large as they would be deplorable 
to the interests of the poor, who would be the chief though by no means the 
only sufferers. 

Our present position can be briefly stated. The balance at our bankers last 
Friday was £21 14s. 3d. We have had to borrow £1,000 from our bankers, and 
in September we sold £1,100 Consols to prevent our being obliged to close our 
doors, whilst only a fortnight ago we were again forced to borrow £500 from a 
private source to enable us to meet our daily expenditure. For the first time, 
therefore, I have to make my appeal with a debt of £1,500 hanging over us, 
which must be immediately paid. I ardently hope we may not be driven again 
to resort to our funded property. We are in debt already to this fund 
in the sum of £600, which should have been funded but which the pressing 


exigencies of the moment obliged us to apply to our current expendi-— 


ture. I think all friends of our Board would view with regret and would dis- 
-_ approve the appropriation of funded property lett by departed benefactors to 
current expenditure, and at best this would be a process which, besides objec- 
‘tions which are not less cogent because they may be somewhat sentimental, 
would soon come to an end. | a 
But even this is not the grave question which immediately confronts us. 
That is nothing less than “ Shall the Board of Guardians stay its hand, and shall 
the relief of our poor be curtailed?” I cheerfully acknowledge the public have 
supported us during the last twelve months not less, but even rather more 
generously than ever before, and we are the more grateful for this help because 
criticism has been passed on us almost continuously throughout the year by 
friends who I will! not believe are hostile to our Institution, but who appear to 
forget that the effect of their public criticitm may often be to diminish our 
resources, and thus by their own action to impair the efficiency of the Institu- 
tion they desire to improve. Although, however, our contributions from all 
sources have been well maintained they have not kept pace with the alarming 
growth of the claims which daily press upon us. Our work has increased till it 
has almost got beyond the management of our Board and its many valuable 
and large sub-Committees, and untilit has become quite impossible for it to 


be adequately discharged by our zealous and over-worked staff in our over- | 


crowded premises. | 
Do not let it be thought I have over-stated the case, To begin with the 
honorary personnel of our Board. Although we have in:reased the number of 


our members from 39 to 50, and although our Rota Committees sit twice 
weekly, each time in two divisions, the sittings have frequently been protracted 
of Jate till after 10 p.m., while it must be remembered the pressure due to 
winter weather can hardly be said yet to have begun. In addition, the Con- 
joint Committee of this Board and the Russo-Jewish Committee sits every 
Monday, also generally till 10 p.m., so that at least on three days in each week 
our staff are kept at their arduous work during a number of hours which is as 
uojust and wearing to our officers as it is almost discreditable to the community 
_ whom they serve with so much zeal. We have had the pleasure to enlarge, and 

almost to reconstitute, our Visiting Committee, and I desire to tike this the 
first available public opportunity to express my appreciation of the service 
rendered to the Board by our visitors, whose excellent reports on the cases they 
have visited with so much industry and self-sacrifice would be of still greater 


value to the poor, did we only possess the means to carry their recommenda- 


tions adequately into effect. I think it will be recognised by the public, and I 
am sure it will not be disputed by those acquainted with our work, that to the 
best of our ability we have readily adopted any suggestions calculated to im- 
prove our administration ; but is it not carrying irony almost too far to talk of 
“abolishing doles,” of “improving our administration,’ and other effectively 
worded theories, in the face of the figures which I proceed at once to present. 
We had before us in all (excluding Russian cases) in the ten months 
expiring on the 3lst Ociober, 26,585 applications, which do not of course 
represent that number of separate cases, as miny are obliged to apply mora 
than once during the year. These had all been reported on either by hon. 
Visitors or by the Investigating Officers of the Boar by both—

My object to-da 
is to appeal to al/ for help to the poor, which I hope ali will recognise should 
be given by al/, and I have therefore refrained even from referring to any eon. 
troversial question. I know well that timesare depressed and the trade of the 
country is unprosperous, but must the economies which are thus necessitated 
be made at the expense of the poor, and is charity to be wholly unattended with 
any of the sacrifice—pecuniary or personal—which constitutes its chief -virtys » 
May we not even hope that in spite of depressed times, aye, and beciuse of 
depressed times, which surely press more severely on the poor than on those not in 
want, many will be moved to increase, instead of to diminish, the help they hay 
hitherto rendered us ? 

If all would thus look at the terrible question before us, if all could bo 
brought to realise the fearful suffering crying at our very doors, if those who 
criticise us would only 64 us to strengthen our resources, without which no 
suggestion, however valuable, involving increased expenditure, can be carried 
out, then som? improvement may be effected, and perhaps might justly be ex. 
pected in the organisation of that one Institution on which the heavy burden 
aud responsibility of the relief of our poor mainly falls. For the moment 
however, our task is to rouse the public to a sense of the work before us, and to 
the duty which devolves on every individual to help us to the best of his or her 
means effectively to discharge that work. In that task, Sir, too impossible of 
accomplishment by means only of an appen’, nimanet too difficult even for the 
united efforts of all engaged in our administration, I ask for your support 
which has never been denied to us; I pray the advocacy of all our clergy, to 
whom we have been so much indebted in the past and every one of whom knows; 
our needs, and, I think, will answer for our claims; and lastly, and above all, I 
implore in that sacred task the earnest and active co-operation of all who can 


bring influence to bear on behalf of the Jewish Poor, whom our Board was

THE CHOLERA EPIDEMIC AT SMYRNA. 


Sir,—I am happy to inform you that the epidemic of cholera which raged 
at Smyrna since July last has at length disappeared. During this critical 
period the Jews of this city have been the object of numerous proofs of sym- 
pathy ; but what I shall never forget is the cordiality with which our coreligionists 
in England responded to ourcry of distress, It is in the name of the entire 
community of Smyrna that I to-day discharge the duty of tendering our 
grateful thanks to all the contributors in Great Britain, in particular to 
Mr. F. D. Mocatta, and to Mr. M. Dupare, Clerk to the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, whose valuable co-operation facilitated my task in relieving 
so much misery. Including a personal gift from Mr. F. D. Mocatta, which 
reached me direct, Mr. Duparce sent me in all £231 93, 61. The Russo-Jewish 
Committee also gave us £100 for the benefit of the Russian refugees. May 
God grant the prayersiand blessings offered up by our poor people for our 
benefactors ! 

Iam sending to the Anglo-Jewish Association, also to the Central Com- 
mittee of the Alliance Israélite in Paris, details of the relief distributed by 
means of the gifts of our coreligionists in Europe. 

I will not repeat the harrowing particulars of the condition in which the 
thousands of poor among the Smyrniote Jews were in at the time of the 
outbreak, living as they were in congested quarters which were nothing less than 
generators of cholera, Thanks, however, to the encouragement given by philan- 
thropists in the West, we were able to remove them ifrom their miserable 


surroundings. Before doing so, however, we opened soup kitchens for the dis- 


tribution of food in our principal centres, and especially occupied ourselves 
with the cleansing of the houses. The measure which produced the happiest 
resultsis thefollowing. We took some 1,500 Jews living in the most insanitary 
locality and installed them at Caratasche and Cocar Yali, which are situated 
on the sea coast at some distance from Smyrna. We erected huts, and, In 
addition, the local authorities supplied us with tents. immediately, as though 
bya miracle, the mortality decreased, and everyone now unanimously recog- 
nises that this precautionary measure saved Smyrna from a great calamity. — 

I owe this information to all who, by their generosity, enabled us to bring 
this humanitarian work to a successful issue. I must cay i special mention of 
the precious help 1 received from the Turkish authorities, notably, Hassan 
Fehmi Pasha, the Governor-General of Smyrna, General Bonkowski Pasha, 
Sanitary Delegate of the Sultan, who bestowed on our coreligionists attention 
as sympathetic as 1t was devoted. The International Relief Committee, pre- 
sided over by the Governor-General, distributed nearly 75,000 gifts of bread 
among our poor. At the present moment his Excellency is facilitating our work 


| of definitely installing a portion of the Russian refugees in dwellings we are 


constructing ata more salubrious spot on the heights of Caratasche. We are 
also putting up various sanitary structures in a locality where. some 2,000 Jews 
are located, and we have condemned the unhealthy habitations already referred 
to. Icannot withhold my admiration of the rare devotion of Madame Jous- 
selin, Head Mistress of the Gi chool of the Alliance Israélite, who was the 
guardian angel of the families encamped at Caratasche and Cocar-Yali, whither 
she repaired every day to attend to their wants. M. Joseph Sabah, one of the 
teachers at the Boys’ School, charged himself with the supervision of the soup 
kitchens, and other members of the community, headed by Chief Rabbi Palacci, 
took their share in the work, 

_ In conclusion I thank you, Sir, also, for the readiness with which you 
inserted my appeals ir your columns, as well as for publishing the present

JEWISH SCHOOLS’ BOOT FUND. 


Sir,—Had “ School Manager ” made enquiries before “rushing into print,’ 
she would have ascertained that the vouchers for boots were, by mistake, given 
to the Head Mistress of the infant department at Hanbury Street, instead of 
Mr, Abrahams, Superintendent of the Religious Classes. Forty pairs were 
allotted to the infants, to be drawn as required from the contractors, so that the 
elder children will now bave a reduced number in consequence of this error. 
The boots are given to ensure regular attendance at school, through the teachers 
of the religious classes at Board Schools, so that only Jewish children are the 
recipients. If your correspondent had any proposal for the better management 
of our fund, the General Meeting (duly advertised for last Wednesday) would 
have been the time and place to correct our alleged error, It is more than 
probable that thirty, not three pairs of boots, have been obtained by false 
pretences, but will “KE. S.” visit for us 5,000 applications for our gifts, we 
supplying only about twenty per cent. of the children attending Jewish and 
Board Schools. Fortunately, our fund is now so well-known and appreciated, 
that little harm can be done by anonymous, and therefore cowardly attacks,

TRAINING JEWISH GIRLS FOR DOMESTIC SERVICE. 


Sir,—A few days ago the Pall Mall Gazette spoke in vigorous terms of the 
lack of trained servants among the general public, At one period girls went 
through all the lower stages of domestic work before they were considered fit 
to take service ascompetent upper servants, while at the present moment girls 
accept situations without any previous apprenticeship, and tbus find themselves 
moving from one household to another, without giving satisfaction to them- 
selves or to their employers. As families have a difficulty in now obtaining 
Christian servants, the time may be ripe for some plan to be formulated to give 
a suitable training to those girls in our own community, to whom a com- 
fortable home, plentiful’ food, healthy work, and fair wages are a desideratum. 
Jewish ladies who have not hitherto employed Jewish cooks, housemaids, 
or nurses, would be very glad to engage trained servants of their 
own race. It seems remarkable that up till now, we have almost 


totally limited our efforts to improve the work of those girls who occupy 


a higher social position than the class from whom our domestic servants are 
drafted. A plan is in progress for giving Jewish governesses the advantages to 
be obtained in a training home,and many of our liberal-minded coreligionists are 
always ready to supplement the education given by struggling parents to their 
intelligent children. Grirls intended for trade all have to go through a certain 
amount of teaching before they can get their own living. The few English 
Jewish girls intended for service go from their own homes, or from an institu- 
tion, where no adequate opportunities of learnirg household work can arise, to 
the houses of ladies who wish everything done well. No wonder that mistresses 
become discontented and refuse to have their children, food, or furniture experi- 
mented upon. Itis plain thattrained Jewish servants would have no difficulty 
in getting a good living. The only question seems to be, where shall they obtain 


the necessary experience ? ‘he Jews’ Hospital has every convenience for doing 


even more good than it already does, and if its authorities could be induced to 
make a training home for servants a branch of their most excellent institution, 
very little extra expense would devolve upon its exchequer. Other plans, how- 
ever, could be devised which might prove more feasible and easier of execution.

I also see in your last issue that Mr. Schewzik recommends that Mr.

MR. OPPENHEIM ON MR. SCHEWZIK. 


Srr,—Let not Mr. B. Schewzik wax wroth and show his temper because out 
of the love for Judaism I asked him a question, which, I presume, was ver 
distasteful to him; & man who wishes to teach religion in Israel must be calm 
and meek, and as the popular and loyal ex-Lord Mayor Knuill stated at a dinner 
“ypright in honour and in conscience.” Oh, if all our Rabbi preachers would 
copy this good Gentile. 

I wrote my iast letter and former one not to worry those gentleman, but to 
hear their unbiassed opinion about the building or part of it, which is now daily 
converted into a society for kidnapping our foreign brethren into a strange 
religion, The religious heads of our community, I am sure, will not care about 
the impertinence of Mr, Schewzik stating I did this, and did that, I never con- 
sulted those gentlemen, I, the obscure man of Ramsgate, have become the great 
gun of Mile End. Mr. Schewzik, is this copying the meek Moses? You say you 
have consulted the Din, will you please quote it chapter and verse? [ also ask, 
has Dr, Adler given you permissioa to Pasken ? Please answer yesorno. Now, 
Sir, I ask you to keep to the point; I never asked you what you thought about 
the services, f asked you and the Rabbi preachers I am worrying what they 
thought about the addresses held by your friend, Mr, Neugewitz, missionary to 
the Jews.

Mr. Schewzik asks me togo to No, 4, Goulston Street, to the Free Dispensary, 
IT am perfectly aware what is going on there, but I am sorry to say I am _power- 
less. The want of a Jewish Dispensary, or a person who can speak Yiddish, to 
attend the Parochial ones, has been brought before the community more than 
once, but, to their shame, the want has never been remedied, ‘nese sick people 
are driven to the Missionary Dispensary by the community, because it is only 
there they are properly understood by the doctors. I should be too pleased to 
give my bumble services to prevent this, if a plan is devised. Mr. Schewzik 
says nothing about my remarks of children being inveigled into Mission Halls. I 
have taken away from the Hall at the corner of Church Street and Princes Street, 
Spitalfields, where free dinners are given, numbers of children from the Board 
Schools. I have taken some of the starving ones to a Jewish eating-house; I am 
sorry I could not do the hke to all, but when Lmade it known to Mr. Hyams,who 
was then Head-Master of the Hanbury Street schools, he promptly sent persons 
to the neighbourhood to prevent them being ensnared, and in a great measure 
stopped it. Some of these innocent children told me chey thought it was a 
Jewish Institution. Mr. Schewzik will do good to call there and take all away 
who are found in the building, I will assist him if he wishes. Mr. Schewzik 
says he is sorry he cannot get the Great Assembly Hall for every Saturday. If 
he cannot get that, he would have no difficulty in getting accommodation in 
Palestine Piace, with attractive gardens attached toit. I would ask the Beth 
Din to inform me the. Din, with regard to the place these services were held, and 
also the difference between holding them in Mission Halls or as our American 
brothers sometimes do, hold services in non-Jewish chapels, and, vice versa, lend 
their synagogues in return Let us do things openly. I suggest, close our syna- 
gogues and arrange to hold our Sabbath services in the Christian churches and 
chapels, What money we shall save! 

Mr. Schewzik will perhaps explain why he has found outIam a bigot. I 
have only seen that gentlemin twice, first at a meeting of the Chovevi Zion, 
about two years 2go, when he wished to rule supreme, but retired without carry- 
ing his point. I was introduced to him then, he was delighted at the introduc- 
tion, and showered upon me lots of buttering, which I abominate.

OBITUARY, 


DR. HENRY BEHREND. 

‘We much regret to announce that Dr. 
respected President of the Jews’ Hospital and 
died, somewhat suddenly, on Wednesday, at his 
Hyde Park. Dr. Behrend had been ill little 
attended at Norwood as recently as 
the Medical Officer of Health, to 

Henry benrend was the second son of tha late Mr. David Behrend. of 
Canning Street, Liverpool, and was born in that city in 1823, flor’ "a beifions 
academic Career, having won quite a phenomenal number of prizas and medals, he 
began to study for the medical profession at University College Hospital and 
at Manchester. He was a gold medallist of the Manchester Shoal of Medicias 
and gained other distinctions during this period of stulentship. He also passed 
a year or two in Germany to supplement his therapeutical and chemical 

n 1850 he became a member of the Royal Colleges of Surzeonsof Eneland 

a Licentiate of the Royal College of Physicians of “Elinbutgh in 1859 ae a 

Member in 1858. At first he practised in his native town, Liverpool, where he 

was appointed honorary physician of the Liverpool Disponsary and other insti- 

rere He also acted for some little tims as Surzoon to a Lancashire Regiment of 

Later on, he practised in London as a consalting physician for many years, 
and had a wile and extensive practice, Possessed, however, of some 
private fortune, he was able to devote a great deal of both his time and of 
his remarkable ability to research, as well as to practice. Indeed, he was of that 
type of learned Jewish physicians, which is much more rare in England than on the 
Continent, and his knowledge was always at the service of his race in his special 
scientific pursuits in defence of any Jewish observance attacked from a scientific 
side. His courteous bearing and wide knowledge led him to a careful considera- 
tion of his opponents’ arguments, and he was almost entirely free from one-sided- 
ness. Ready to admit all that could be said from the view taken of any subject by 
those on the side to whizh he was opposed—the besetting sin of controversalists, 
ef protesting too much and of claiming to ba the sole receptacle of truth, was 
wholly foreign to his scientific and well balanced mind. He was a genial host, 
and brightened his hospitable table by his fund of anecdote and pleasant wit. 

He contributed many articles to the medical journals ; one of the earliest 
was a serie’ of papers on “Tue Late Cholera Epidemic,’ which app2ared 
in the Lancet in 1852. In 1859 he competed for a Priza offered by the conductors 
of the Jewish Chronicle,and he contributed under the initials “ H. B.,” an Essay 
on the Post-Biblical History of the Jews, which gained the firat prize, and was 
published in a volume, together with a s3coad Essay by ‘“ Hertz ben Pinchas,” 
the non de plume of one of the most prolific writers in the Jevish Chronicl: a 
generation back. | | 

Since the date of this early publication De. Behrend wrote frequently in our 
culumaos. His articles on the Communicability of Diseases from Animals to 
Man evinced much research and special knowledze and attracted wide attention. 
They were republished in pamphlet form and gained considerable circulation 
_ here and abroad. The Vegetarian Society specially circulated copies as part of 

its propaganda. Indeed, not the least of the services performed by Dr. Behrend

to the community were those which he rendered to the cause of Shechita ~ 


and the Mosaic Dietary Code generally, and these services should ba 
mentioned in detail. In the Jewish Uhronicle of November 12th, 1880, 
appeared an article written by him, entitled “Communicability to Man of 
Diseases from Animals used as Food.” Basing his statements on strict scientific 
evidence, he showed that seven animal diseases were transmissible to man 
through ingested meat, the cattle plague, swine-typhoid, pleuro-pnaeumonia, foot 
and mouth disease, anthracoid diseases, erysipelas and tubercle. He main 
tained that tuberculosis was the most dastructive of all miladies to which 
human beings are liable, being sccountable for at least one-fifth of the entire 
mortality of the country, and pleaded earnestly that the inspection of carcases 
enjoined by Jewish law should be mide obligatory in all abattoirs, and con- 
tended that the care bestowed upon the examination of meat for the use of the 
Jewish community was an important factor in the longevity of our race, 
These several propositions were elaborated in a further article which appeared in 
our columns on the subject on November 11th, 1831, ia which he dwelt fully on 
the Talmudical dietary laws, and expressed his belief that these laws carried out 
in their integrity rendered the consumption of meat affected with specilic 
maladies practically impossible, and especially eliminated every risk of the 
infection of pleuro-pneumonia or of the anthracoid and tuberculous diseases. 

In 1884 Dr. Behrend was requested by the Board of Shechita to arrange for 
a series of experiments, to be undertaken with the object of testing the prac- 
ticability of using anw sthetics when slaughtering animals for humin food. He 
very wisely determined not to take an astive part himself in these experiments, 
but to contide them entirely to gentlemen not of our. faith, so as to be entirely 
free from any possibility of bias. The result of these experiments mada by the 
late Mr. James Shuter and Mr. Rosckel, Surgeon to the National Orthopedics 
Hospital, were reported ia full to Mr. S. Montagu, M.P., the Chairman of the 
Board. The result of these trials cannot be regarded as favourable to the pro- 
cass Of anesthetising cattle for slaugater. His most elaborate article on the 
subject, which roused much attention in scientific circles, was one entitled 
“Diseases Caught from Butcher's Meat,” which appeared in the Nineteenth 
Century, 6 h September, 1839, and is based on the famous report of Dr. Koch 
on the Etiology of Tuberculous Diseise, wherein he demands that stringent 
measures should be adopted for the inspection of carcases, so that meat from 
tuberculous cattle should be absolutely withdrawn from the food supply. Taese 
articles and papers were subsequently re-printel in book form, and were 
recently most favourably commented upon in the British Medical Review. 

It wiil be within the recollection of our readers that, when last month an 
intemperate attack was made on the Jewish mode of slaughtering cattle, Dr. Behrend 
wrote a reply with all the calmness and dignity befitting a truo man of science. 
In the lecture delivered by the Chief Rabbi on “ Mosaic Sanitation” at the Church 
House, he referred in appreciative terms to the thoroughuess with which Dr. 
Behrend had expounded thie hygienic importance of the dietary laws, and 
suggested that he should be invited t> read a paper before the Church of England 
Sanitary Association, on a theme upon which he was 80 fully A gcrsety to 
discourse. Dr. Behrend contributed an article to our Jubilee Number on 
Ancient Israel and Modern Science.” 

The greatest service which Dr. Behrend readered to the community, and by 
which his name deserves to be perpetuated, is that connected with the Presidency 
of the Jews’ Hospital. In 1857 there was 4@ crisis 10 the fortunes of the 
Institution. The charity was in debt to the amount of £5,09), the number of 
inmates had been reduced to less than 70, and there was a strong divergence of 


of the institution will bo seen at a glance when we state tha on Dr. 


opinion among the Committee as to its management. Tt is not necessary here to 
g9 into the details of that divergence, as a result of which Sir (then Mr.) Julian 
Goldsmid resigned the Presidentship. In February, 1868, Dr. Behrend was elected 
Chairman of the Committee, in which office he rapidly won the confidence and 
esteem of his colleagues, In the following year he became the Vice-President, and 
in 1871 he was unanimously elected Presidest. It is quite impossible te exaggerate 
the enormous services Dr. Behrend has rendered to the Norwood Lnstitation. 
Gradually and surely he rescued it from the troubles which had beset it when he, 
somewhat reluctantly, took the helm and guided it into tranquil waters The 
debt was paid off, and the number of inmates was steadily increased. But its 
prosperity 1s not only to be gaugel by these facts. The patient cara, the 
zealous foresight, the painstaking scrutiny, the thoroughly businesslike capacity 
which he exercised in connection with every detail of tho management, these 


qualities no mere array of figures can pourtray. 


Another landmark in the history of the Institution was the amalgamation 
with the Jews’ Orphan Asylum in the Tenter Ground, Goodman's Fields. Mr. 
F. D. Mocatta took a prominent part in bringing about that am ilgamation, and 
was rather proud of being styled the “ Matchmaker” of the union. In this work 
of advocating the amalgamation, and acting as friendly counsellors to both sides, 
Mr. Mocatta was associated with Sir Anthony Rothschild, Sir Bonjamin Phillips, 
and Mr. Assur H. Moses. There was not only much affinity of objects between 
both charities, but there were many other reasons, such as economy, material and 
personal, in the administration. Yet there was much opposition to the amalgama- 
tion. There was a coyness about the orphans ia the Tenter Ground that was not 
quite easy to overcome. Sentiment played a large part in the opposition, and 
som? who now most zealously serve the united charity and are among its 
staunchest friends then stood forth to “forbid the banns.” It happened that Mr. 
Benjamin L. Cohen was President ,of the Orphan Asylum, and the two 
relatives acted in concert tactfully to overcom: the opposition in both 
camps. A Scheme of Union was submitted to the Committees, and, 
after much discussion, was adopted in 1875 by the general body of 
subscribers of both institutions. Formal application was made for the asseat of 
the Charity Commissioners, which was given in July, 1875, and the first general 
mesting of the amalgimated Charity was hold in February, 1877. Tho progress 
ehrend 
accepting the offize of Chairman of Committee, the number of inmates was below 
70 ; itis now 278, and arrangements are being made for extending that number. 
The charity is free from debt, and the ordinary income is larger than at any 
previous period. These facts give but a material view of progress. | 

The educational standard and moral tone of tho Institution were never 
higher. It is no exaggeration to stata that to De. Bay ireal’s connection with 
the charity is dus the major pirt of its prosparity and prozeess. His death 13 
a serious, almost irreparable, lo3s to the charity. All his colleagues ware greatly 
attached to him. By his judicial tons ia presiding over ils meetings he exerted 
an influence which even more genial men could not command. | 

Dr. Behrend was no “roi faiaéant,” no parfunctory office-holder ia relation 
to the Institution under his charge. He had always a degp sense of tha respon- 
sibility of his offize, and he strenuously sought t» assure the complete efficiency 
of every depirtment at Norwood. His appreciation of tho importance of careful 
attention to detail, and his special knowledge and aptitule as regard the educa- 
tional and hygienic administcation, proved invaluable in guiding and assisting his 
colleagues, so that the Jews’ Hospital, under the Presidency of Dr. Belrend, 
became one of the bast-managed Orphan Asylums in the kingdom. Dr. Behread 
had, however, a special gift which, more even than expert ability, seems an 
essential attribute of the chief of a large Charity. He had not only unbounded 
personal sympathy with the children at Norwood, but he had the peculiar and 
happy art of enlisting the sympathy and co-operation of others ; especially he 


knew how to evoke and stimu'ate the bast efforts in its behalf of all wio were in 


any way associated with the Charity. Dr. Behrend brought t» bear on his owa 
work in connection with the Institution a warm heart and a cool head. Ha 
never lost sight of the fact that the main aim of the noble Caarity is to qualify 
the children to lead an honourable and creditable working-life, fiithful to tha 
tenets of Judaism and to their obligations as good Englishmen and English- 
women. The generalisation, denying a3 a rule business and methodical aptitude 
t) professional men, is probably no more correct than the erroneous, analogous 
theory claiming for them keener sympathies and more emotional susceptibilities 
than are ascribed to business men. At allevents, Ds. Behrend, besides his eminent 
scientific abilities, possessed, in a marked degree, both grasp of principle and 
datail, and considerable: administrative talent. As Chairman of the Committee, 


he was an incisive critic, with quick perception of all the boarings of the varied 


quastions which came up for consideration. As President of the Institution, h» 
was a happy and scholarly exponent of the policy of the Executive. His un- 
failing courtesy to all well-wishers t» the Charity, and his ready help in all 
difficulties and troubles to childret, pirents and staff, tended to promote very 
greatly the popularity and practical effiziency of the Tastitution, which Is now 
orphaned indeed by the death of him who stood towards it, la more s2mge3 tain 
oné, in loco ptrentis. The miultitule of children who have been baasited by 
the Norwood Institution will surely * rise up and call him Blessed.”

CHANUCAH LIGHTS. 

- Ose striking feature of Chanucah is its picturesquesness. The notion of 
lighting lamps or candles increasing nightly in number and thus in brilliancy 
is as pretty as it is suggestive. Strange is it, but true, that no Jew who is 
at all acquainted with the history of his race resents the association of 
Chanucah with “ Light.” We have frequently deplored in these columns the 
fact that the Valiant Maccabees in their zeal for their cause, barred the 
. progress of Greek ideas, and prevented the imminent fusion of Hebraism with 
Hellenism. But then their cause was a good one ; their zeal was a force that 
made ever more and more strongly for Light. Better Hebraism without 
Hellenism, than Hellenism without Hebraism ; better a J udaism become self- 
contained and one-sided, than a Judaism wanting a firm morality and 
elevated spiritual ideals, And was it not wellafter all that the Maccabees did 
their work so thoroughly ? For one thing, the work never had to be done 
again. When Jupas Maccanxus died, he left his country politically weak, 
but religiously strong. No ruler of Syria ever attempted to repeat the fatal 
folly of Antrocuus Erieuanes. Such attempts were killed once for all, and 
the glory of frustrating them rests with the Maccabees. Surely a festival 
that recalls so signal a service to the world’s moral and spiritual welfare is a 
feast of Light indeed. Jupas invited the Jews of Egypt—Hellenistic to the 
core—to join their Palestinian brethren in celebrating the downfall 
of Hellenism. © The instinct of the Alexandrian Jews would have been a trpe 
one if they had cordially accepted the invitation, for they might have known 
that the victory was one for which even Hellenism itself would be grateful. 


M tjor Conner, in his brilliant monograph on Jupas Macc sB-£0s (which 
should be in mre Jewish houses than it is), goes even further than this. 


* Had EPIPHANES out the Jewish faith, no develop- 
- would have resulted. Had Jopas Maccapevs lacked the genius 
through which he triumphed, the lessons of love and duty which were taught 
by Christianity would, humanly speaking, never have been proclaimed to 
the world.” This isa larg: and a liberal admission, and it is hardly an 
exaggeration. Curious it is that the Jews, who in the Maccabwan period 
rose to such heights of valour, sought no other reward for victory 
than the stability of their religion. The psalms which, if not written at 
that epoch, still breathe the Maccabwan spirit, bring out clearly the fact that 
the Jews were conscious of the vastness of the issues at stake, Professor 
Cueyye is right in insisting on the greatness of the Maccabaan period. 


“ Itis morally so great that even if no psalms, probably Maccabean, had been 
preserved, we should be compelled to presume that they once had existed.” 


And whatare the criteria of this “greatness” ? Professor Curyye answers : 


| “An uniquely strong church feeling, an intensity of monotheistic faith, and 


an ardour of gratitude for some ardent unexampled stepping forth of the 
one Lorp Gop into history.” Trae words these, the keynote of the 
Maccabean greatness ; the ‘“ unexampled stepping forth of the one Lorn 
Gop into history.” From the days of the Maccabwans universal history 
has become, what before only Jewish history had been, a continuous revela- 
tion of Gop as regulator of all men’s affairs. 

There was even a touch of modernness in the characters of some of the 
Maccabean line, a touch that marked them off from certain of their 
‘* unprogressive ” contemporaries, Unfortunately, the close of the Maccabwan 
period was not equal to its early promise, but this was due largely to the 
degeneracy of the later members of the family, and partly to internal dis- 
sensions. Chanucah should every year teach us this lesson anew. Let there 
be union within, union of hearts, union of sympathies, union in the 
contemplation of a great mission, But the union cannot become too close 
without danger of rending. We ought not to have lived all the centuries in 
vain., We ought not to fail to be taught by the past. 
splitting up into sects. 


We want no further 
The very existence of the temple, which had been 
newly won again for the service of God, did not suflice to constitute a bond 
of union to the successors of the Maccabeans. On the contrary, the Temple 
became the battle-field of parties. - This danger is hardly likely to recur, in 
the present condition of Judaism, with its lack of a central place of worship— 
a lack which, at all events for our time, is essential to the well-being of 
Judaism. Hence, we must seek other roads to union than the literal way to 
Zion. We see how a single place of worship, with a single uniform ritual, 
did not prevent secession and discord. ‘Then why should we expect it to do. 
so in the present age? Judas the Maccabee is the type of fanaticism, say 
some; of narrowness, of the “piety” that afterwards became rigid in 
Rabbinism. But, even if so, he was none the less an inspiration to the 
purest, to the most spiritual conception of (God, to the widest spread of 
ideas and ideals which now rule the human race. Within Judaism, even now, 
there is still room for all these differences, for there are always varieties in 
religious disposition and bent. ‘To the one Jew one side of Judaism, to — 
another Jew another side, appears the only desirable or laudable aspect in 
which to view the religion saved by the Maccabees. Why should these Jews 
be driven asunder by an attempt to unite them with unnatural closeness ’ 
Leave to each the free play of his religious activity, let each pray and serve 
God in the fashion his conscience best understands, let each hold the doctrines 
he finds true and the beliefs he feels to be true—and then, being at heart the 
same Jews, still convinced, like Judas the Maccabee, of a great mission to 
perform for the world’s destiny, all will really unite to fulfil that mission and 
‘be a light unto the Gentiles.” 

Another illuminating feature of Chanucah i is the relation to it of women, 
‘who were also in that miracle,” to use the language of the Code-book. Was 
it an insignificant fact that the heroism of Jcpiru was associated with the 
feast of Chanucah ? Here was a woman who with, it is true, somewhat: 


-unfeminine resolution, saved a section of her people, and her heroism is placed 


side by side with that of Jonas the Maccabee. Truly, the synagogue’s treat- 
ment of women has been full of inconsistencies, but it 1s just inconsistencies 
such as these that stamp the uniqueness of a religious polity. The woman in 


the Bible was prophetess, deliverer and queen, yet she had no tecognition a: 


a full member of the social body. We have seen, however, that changes have 
been recently effected in this direction too. Our girls are taught religion 


side by side with our boys ; they are confirmed in fact though not in name ; 
they participate in much social work; they are yrovided with special meetings 
for prayers; the part of the woman in the marriage ceremony has been 
elevated. The rest will follow, if we are but patient. The Chanucah 
Lights do not burn with their full brightness on the first ev ening, but grow 
in strength as the days go by. Thus when the fulness of time has come, and 
the feast is consummated, the Lights will shine brilliantly through the ages, 
an annual token that the work of the Maccabees was work well done, was — 
work whose good and guiding influences may light up the path of J udaispn : 


and of humanity in centuries now unborn.

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HOME AND HOSPITAL FOR JEWISH INOURABLES. | HAMBRO SYNAGOGUE. 

A Special General Meeting of the Subscribers to the Home and Hospital for On Thursday, the 23rd ult., the Chief Rabbi, by special req est,’ re 


Jewish Incurables was held at the New Synagogue Chambers, Great St. Telen’s, 
on Sunday last, for the purpose of receiving the resignations of the Honorary 
Officers and Committee, tendered in consequence of allegations that had been 
made against them in certain letters which appeared in recent issues of the 
Jewish Chronicle. Mr, H. H. Raraaet, the President, occcupied the Chair. 


There was a very large attendance, and the meeting was of a somewhat noisy 


character, progress being much impeded by frequent interruptions. 


Mr. M. Zerrert asked by whos authority the spscial general meeting had 
been called, and whether the Honorary Officers and Committee who had 
resigned were still officially connected with the institution. | 


The CHAIRMAN said that the meeting had been called by the desire of 


several members of the Committee, whose request had been acceded to by the 
Honorary Officers who remained in office until their resignations had been 
accepted. 


Mr. M. Barnetr (the Hon. Secretary) then read letters from the 
Honorary Officers, in which they tendered their resignations. 


The CHAIRMAN, who was received with applause, said that he felt himself 
in eg rather unpleasant position. He would have been glad not to have been in 
the chair on that occasion, because as Chairman he would have to evince the 

reatest impartiality and to withhold certain criticisms which he would have 
iked to make, whereas he would have preferred to have been present merely as 
a member of the general public, and thus have been able to defend himself and 
his colleagues. Charges of a very grave and serious nature had been made 
against the Honorary Officers of the Hlome and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, in 
the most influential paper in the community, the Jewish Chronicle, and it was 
difficult to say how far those charges extended, whether they were supposed to 
relate merely to negligence on behalf of the Committee, or whether they 
inferred graver offences. li was for them to say, after having heard those letters 
read, what those charges really constituted and whether they were made with 
the object of furtherirg the welfare of the Home, or were the outcome of 
private malice, The Committee had no plan of action whatever, and merely 
laced themselves in the bands of the subscribers, and if a special Committee of 
‘nquiry was. desired, the Committee would willingly submit to it, as their only 
desire was to clear themselves from the insinuations that had been made against 
them. Mr. Raphael then read the various letters on the subject which had 
appeared in the Jewish Chronicle, and one from the Auditors, Messrs, Frith and 
Clark, who wrote that they had always satisfied themselves as to the vouchers 
and collecting books, and that they had nothing to suggest as to the method of 
keeping the accounts of the Home, with which they were quite satisfied. 


Mr, M. ZEFrertT suggested that a Committee of three gentlemen should be 
appointed to enquire into the truth or falsity of the statements which he had 
made inthe Press. If he was wrong he would publicly apologise and would 
leave it to that Committee to say what donation he should make to the 
Home as a recompense for any injury it may have sustained by his 
statements. 
The Rev. J. F, STERN proposed that an independent Committee of inquiry 
should be forthwith appointed which shall make investigations into the 
management of the Institution ard report to the subscribers. He said that it 
seemed to be the cesire of Mr. Zeffert, Mr. Moses Davis and Mr. London that 
such an enquiry should be instituted, and to have the affairs of the Home 
thoroughly investigated. This was the on:y way in which to regain the power 
in the community which they had lost by the charges that had been brought 
against the Home. 

A long discussion on the resolution took place which was taken part in by 
Messrs. M. Benjamin, W. Benscher, Michael Davis, Lewis Levy, B. Barnett, M, 


Drukker, Strelitski, 8. Moses, Moses Davis and the Rev, 1, Samuel. On being © 


put to the vote the motion was lost by a large majority. 


Tt was then resolved by an overwhelming majority that the resignation of 
_ the Honorary Officers and Committee should not be accepted. In opposing the 

resolution Mr, Zerrerr read two unofficial letters which he had as Treasurer 
written in 1880 to the Honorary Secretary, informing him that it was the desire 
of the other Honorary Officers of the Home that he should resign his post as 
Honorary Secretary. | | 


Mr. M. Benjamin proposed a vote of confidence in the Honorary Officers 
and Committee. | | 
__ Mr. CoLeMAN DErrik£s, in seconding the motion, said that he had paid a 
visit to the Home and had never seen an Institution better conducted, |

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POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER, |

The Annual Mecting of the subscribers to the Be 
Shelter was held on Sunday at the Institution, 84, weal Mig boheme 
Mr. Eis ‘ FRANKLIN, President, in moving the adoption of the Report 
and Balance Sheet (an abstract of which is given below) said that the statistics 
so carefully set out, were of considerable value to those who wished to be 
informed of the effect of the persistent Russo-Jewish persecutions, which drove 
s0 many unhappy fugitives to the shores of Great Britain. The mode by which 
the authorities of the Shelter dealt with these fugitives ought to satisfy those 
who clamour for restrictions on pauper immigration, for the Shelter gave them 
no encouragement to remain in this country. Oa the contrary, the Committee 
devoted all their resources towards facilitating their departure to more promising 
regions. But for the fostering care of so well-managed a philanthropic institu- 
tion as the Shelter, many who had settled their plans before leaving their cruel 
fatherland, and had brought with them adequate means for carrying them out, 
would be compelled to remain in London and join the seething mass of paupers 
for whom this generous and compassionate country had already to provide, 
Before the existence of the Shelter, how many deplorable and heart-rending 
tales might be told of post immigrants being pillaged by the crimps who lay in 
wait for their arrival here, and crueily diminished their small resources, the 
result of the enforced realisation of their possessions at home, by detaining 
them in wretched lodgings until their means wero exhausted, and then casting 
them out to shift for themselves. It was not by the mere overcharges for board 
and maintenance that the poor ignorant wayfarers were depleted, but the 
miscellaneous luggage they brought with them, suc) as clothes and utensils, were 
made to be real impedimenta, and their passage money was docked for 
heavy forwarding commissions, The Shelter had effected a complete revolu- 
tion in all these respects, and any decent, honest immigrant was now 
sratuitously helped to carry out his plans for making a new start in 
life. Directly he reached these shores he met with a friendly reception 
from the intelligent and experienced cfticers of the Shelter, who conducted 
him to cheap and wholesome lodgings, if he had the means to pay for them, 
or otherwise to the Shelter, and every business arrangement was gratuitously 
carried out to facilitate and expedite his departure for his promised land. He 
might mention yet another vulnerable spot for attack by unscrupulous exploiters 
of the poor travellers. Many of them came over with a comparatively large 
sum of money, perhaps in foreign currency. Ignorant of the exact sterling 
value, they were liable to be unduly mulected in an exchange transaction. The 


Shelter bad a panacea for this species of extortion also. Those desirous of 


availing themselves temporarily of the well-ordered Shelter (where, by the way, 
every opportunity is given to the inmates for carrying out the religious 
observances to which they were strictly brought up) handed over all their 
resources to a responsible officer, who, on their departure. returned the money 
intact, after all outlays by the institution for the case and the passage money 

had been provided for. If he (Mr. Franklin) had made out aclaim for the 
necessity of maintaining the institution in its full strength, was he not justified 
in the expectation that the public would cheerfally come forward, without the 
usual form of solicitation, to supply the Committee with the moderate funds 
they required for what be might call their holy undertaking. —(Cheers). 

Mr. HERMAN LANDAU, inseconding the motion, said that on the oceasion of 
the late cholera scare the Shelter at the request of the Local Government 
Board undertook to look after not only Jewish, but all immigrants arriving in 
the Port ef London. The result was that not a single case of infectious illness 
occurred among these immigrants. But the detention in the Thames inflicted 
great hardships on the immigrants, as they were all that time without food, He 
thought that if such detention, for no fault of their own, was necessary, the 
Captains should be compclied to supply the poor travellers with food. He had 
made representations both at Hamburg and Bremen with respect to the disgrace- 
ful accommodation given to emigrants on board ships flying the German flag, 
but he regretted to say without effect. He urged that notices should be pub- 
lished in the foreign Jewish press, warning emigrants from Russia against trust- 
ing their money to frontier agents without convincing themselves of their 
honesty, and he recommended that the Russo-Jewish Committee, in order to 
prevent imposture on the part of applicants for help from its fund, should 
appoint a Committee to sit at the Shelter where the cases could be dealt with 
immediately on their arrival in London. Mr. Landau called attention to a 
statement appearing in a newspaper of the previous day,in which Mr, Arnold 
White declared that the misery of this country was due to the alien paupers, 
of whom 38,000 arrived every year. How much truth there was in the statement 
might be inferred from the fact that 176 steamers which arrived last year in the 


Port of London carried in all 3,004 emigrants, more than 3,000 of whom left 


after a very brief stay for their respective destinations, 

After some criticisms by Mr. N. Harr on certain items in the Balance Sheet, 
and an appeal by Mr, 8. ALEXANDER for more adequate subscriptions, the 
Report was adopted. | | 

The Report states that the most noteworthy feature in the history of the 
past year’s work of the Institution will be found in the great extension of its 
sphere of usefulness, and as examples are mentioned the responsibility of 
receiving all immigrants, irrespactive of creed, arriving at the Port of London, 
and measures adopted to circumvent the mainceuvres of water-side crimps, who 
on finding themselves bafiled by these new arrangements, betook themselves to 
the different railway termini, where immigrants reachiag HKngland via pro- 
vincial ports arrive. The authorities of the Great Northern, Manchester, 
Sheffield and Lincolnshire, and Great Eastera Kailways have granted facilities 
to the officers of the Shelter for taking charge of the immigrants immediately 
on their arrival, the Shelter being advisad by telegram of the times of depirture 
from the various ports. As the result of the precautions taken nota single case 
of infectious or other serious illness occurred at the Shelter. During the past 
year 1,951 inmates were received into the Institution as against 1o13 during 
the previous year. ‘This increase is due to the numbers who are daily driven 
by the restrictive Russian laws into the limits of the already overcrowded 
‘Pale of Settlement,” thus compelling great numbers to seek in distant portions 
of the globe the livelihood denied them in their native land, _ The statistical 
tables appended to the report give details showing that the immigrants are 
neither heipless paupers nor aged and infirm, and that they do not remain In 
this country in any number, Nearly two-thirds of the inmates were between 
18 and 30 years old, and over four-fifths were between 18 and 40 years of age, 
The particulars of the places whence they came show that le:s than 10) were 
returning from the United States—a marked decrease on former years—the 
balance of the immigrants coming from Hussia. Not the least satisfactory 
feature of the statistics is the ever extending area over which the immigrants 
are dispersing themselves. Of the 1,'51 inmates only 88 returned to Russia, 
whilst large numbers went to South Africa, United States, Canada, South 
America, Australia, New Zealand, and other countries. Tne total number 
remaining in this country on leaving the Institution was only 25. 4 he number

In seconding the proposal moved by the Rev. J. A. Gounpstern for the 
re-election of the Honorary O.ticers, Mr. M. Dorarc, on behalf of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, expressed acknowledgments to the authorities of the 
Shelter for the special consideration shown to person: without means who 
came from the East on their own initiative with the view of being trained by 
the Association as teachers, or for other professions, and whom it was necessary 
to send back to their native countries. In more than one case these destitute 
persons admitted into the Shelterat the request of the Association had been 
permitted to stay even beyond the regulation period, 

Mr, F. Hf. Harvey-Samver, in acknowledging a vote of thanks to the 
honorary officers, gave an illustration of the President's assertion that the 
Shelter prevented emigrants from being robbed. Oa a recent visit to the insti- 
tution he found there a man, once a prosperous timber merehant' in Russia, who 
21ad in his possession upwards of £470 in open cheques and drafts. The man, 
who had been so highly respected that his business friends long paid the fines 
imposed on Christians for dealing with Jews, was on his way to Johannesburg, 
and from what he (Mr. Harvey-Samnel) saw of him, the emigrant promised 
to become therea well-to-do,if not also a distinguished citizen, But for the 
existence of the Shelter, he would probably have fallen into the hands of 
rogues, who would have robbed him of all he possessed, and he would have sunk 
into a state of extreme destitutioa from which he might never have been: 
abie to raise himself. | | 


THE PROMOTION OF OLEANLINESS. 


Tu furtherance of his resolution adopted at the last meeting of the Jewish 


Board of Guardians, Mr. Lewis Emanuel, in response to the invitation of Mr, 
David I’, Schloss, Honorary Secretary of the Sanitary Committee of the Board 
has submitted the following statement to that Committee :— 

The standard of cleanliness observed by the Russo-Jewish immigrants is 
considerably below that which English usage and statutory and municipal enact- 
ments require to be observed in this country, Theresult is that the 1mmui- 
grants and their families suffer to a terrible extent from disease and death ; that 
they provoke prejudices in the minds of the English people who offer them an 


| asylum whilst other nations close their doors against them, and that. they 
bring discredit, not only on themselves, but on their English coreligionists also 


who have made and are making great sacrifices. To mitigate these evils, it is 
necessary firstly toget the refugees to understand what is cleanliness and what 
is uncleanlivess, for these have not the same meaning in Russia and England, and 
secondly, if teaching and admonition fail, to endeavour by a wholesome disci- 
pline to enforce our sanitary laws. | 

I have therefore invited my colleagues of the Board of Guardians to con- 
sider the expediency of adopting the following amongst other steps :— 


_ 1, If it appears to members of the Relief Committee either from their own 


observations whilst administering relief, or from the reports of visitors, that 
applicants are specially dirty in their persons, or their homes, relief should be 
deferred until amendment is proved. | 

2, That a Resolution of the Board to that effect be printed, and a copy sent 
to every member of the Board, and of its affiliated Committees, and to the 
Cierical Visitors under the presidency of the Chief Rabbi, with a request that 
they will note and report to the Board any lack of decency or cleanliness in the 
cases they meet with, and that they do specially inculeate on the refugees the 
duty of cleanliness, and explain to them the manifold physical and moral evils 
that result from its absence, | 

3. That efforts be made to increase the resort to the baths in Goulston 
Street; tickets to be given gratuitously to those who would use them if they 
had the means of purchasing them, (If purchased in large numbers they 
might be obtained at a reduced price). es 

4. That an endeavour be made to obtain wholesale, either gratuitously 
or at a low price, scrubbing brushes,soap (broken up so that itcannot be sold), 
house flannels, cheap zine baths for the use of children, &3., &c., to be provided 
for the use of those whv would be more cleanly if they could purchase the 
necessary appliances. 

5. That the system of giving prizes for tidy homes, now adopted success- 
fully but on a very limited seale, by a few benevolent ladies and gentlemen, be 
extended, in favour of those who can show improvement in maintaining tidy 
homes, and the improved cleanliness of the person, ot 

G. With aview to demonstrate visibly the grave evils resulting from 
uncle:nliness, free lectures in the jargon, with dissolving views, illustrative of 


' the effects of neglecting the laws ot health, be delivered from time to time. 


7. That sermons enforcing the obligation and virtue of cleanliness as 
enunciated in the Jewish law be delivered in the jargon from time to time by 
tho.e ministers—and especially the Chief Rabbi aud Mr. Maccoby—who possess 
inflaence with the Refugees. Dr. Adler, at my instigation, has k ndly promised 
that this shall be done, and has already commenced these sermons. es

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THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BucuaREsT, 20TH Nov., 1893, 


The situation of the unfortunate Jews in Roumania is daily becoming 
sadder by reason of the unbounded malevolence of the Cabinet presided over 
by M. Lascar Catargi, and not through the ill-will of the people. I mentioned 


- jn my last letter that according to an announcement in a semi-official paper the 


Government had refused to grant the Ashkenazim community in this city the 
necessary permission to organise a lottery, whereby to raise a sufficient amount 
for the establishment of Elementary Jewish Schools. I have since learnt that 
the Mayor of this city, who was a member of a Commission appointed by the 
Government to consider the application of the Ashkenazim community, 
recommended its refusal, as it tended to evade the spirit of the new Education 
Act. It is thus apparent that the spirit of this Act is to deprive Jewish children 
altogether of instruction. What better proof of the hatred of the Government 
towards the Jews! It should be borne in mind that the Lotteries Act sanctions 
their emission for benevolent purposes, and that they very frequently prant 
rmission for lotteries to be held for such objects, It is not long ago that a 
ottery of a thousand francs was held for the erection of a Roman Catholic 
Church in Bucharest. But the Catholics are Christians, and have powerful pro- 
tectors—the King himself is a Roman Catholic,—whereas we are Jews, and even 
our powerful coreligionists abroad do not help us as much as they might in the 
political press, a great portion of which, in London, Paris, Vienna and other 
capitals, is in their hands. | | 
As another example, I would mention the effect the new Education 
Act hag on the numerous public and pose Jewish schools which have for many 
years past existed in various parts of Roumania. The Act, by a stroke of the 
pen, has annulled all previous authorisations, and requires all schools not belong- 
ing to the. State to solicit new authorisations to continue their existence. 
Christian schools of every denomination and nationality, as well as Mahomedan 
schools, have experienced no difficulty whatsoever in obtaining the required 
sanction ; we Jews have been less fortunate, With the exception of the Sephar- 


dim schools in this city, and three or four others in Jassy, Galatz, Crajova and 


Braila, no other Jewish school in the land has as yet been authorised. Even the 
Ashkenazim schools here are still without the official sanction which is absolutely 
necessary to their legal existence, so that the first politician who pleases can 
have them closed at any moment. | | 
Notwithstanding all 

might and by every legal means to overcome our difficulties as far as possible. 
A deputation of about a hundred Jews waited on the Minister of Education and 
begged him to exercise the power given him by the Act of exempting poor 
children from payment of the school tax. After a long discussion, he promised 
to do this in the cases of all poor scholars whose parents addressed to the Govern- 


_ment petitions on lines to be indicated ip the Official Journal, A notice, in fact, 


did appear in that journal, and is to the following, effect: “The Minister of 
Instruction has decided to relieve from the payment of the school tax foreign 
children who attend State schools and are in poor circumstances if they make 
written applications therefor, accompanied by certificates of poverty issued by 
the local ayors, and countersigned by the Receivers General of the respective 
localities.’ As soon as we were made acquainted with these conditions, we again 
waited upon the Minister, and told him that the concession he had made to us 
was equivalent fo a refusal, seeing that the formalities mentioned would involve 
great loss of time and an expenditure exceeding in each instance the amount of 
the school tax, without taking into consideration the chicanery of the authorities 
who have to grant these certificates. The Minister thereupon inserted in the 
Official Journal the following notice:— => 
“Head Masters and Head Mistresses of Elementary Urban and Rural 
Schools are informed that there have reached the Ministry of Public Instruction 
a very large number of applications for exemption from taxes on the part of 
aliens whose children attend the Government Elementary Schools, Buta con- 
siderable time must elapse before the Ministry can come to a decision on these 
applications, especially on those which are not accompanied by the necessary 
documents. The Head Masters and Mistresses are therefore desired not to 
eliminate from the schools the children of aliens, whose parents have asked for 
dispensation until the schools shall have received from the Ministry the petitions 
in question, endorsed with a resolution.” _ | 
Immediately, some thousands of petitiors were sent by Jews in every town 
to the Government, From what I hear, only a portion of these petitions will be 
granted, but we have obtained the concession that the children will be kept in 
the schools until the 3lst December. On the other hand, thanks to some kind- 
hearted coreligionists here who made a collection, nearly 300 Jewish pupils of 
Government schools have paid the tax for the present scholastic year, Many 
more still remain, and I hope that through our own efforts and the generosity 
of our English brethren in faith, we shall be in a position by the 3lst December 
to pay for as many more pupils as possible. I dare not hope that we shall be 


able to pay the tax for all, so numerous are they,

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


BrussExs, Nov, 25,—An important work on the Russian Jews, by Professor 
Leo Errara, of the Brussels University, and a member of the Academy, has just 
been published here by the firm of Muquardt, Tbe author impartially reviews 
the historic side of the question of the persecution of the Jews in the Czar's 
Empire, and the accusations brought against them by the Anti-Semites, and 
urges that it is a duty imposed upon the civilised world to efface what is des. 
cribed by Professor Mommsen in a prefatory letter sent from Rome as the 
blackest stain on the present century. Professor Mommsen in his preface also 
appeals to the soverign arbitrament of Europe against this modern religous 
persecution.— Reuter, 

‘Professor Mommseu's letter is dated November the 4th, 1893, and it rung 
thus : “ The heart-breaking picture that you have drawn of the peat situation 
of the Jews in Russia, supported in every case by evidences unhappily only too 
strong, will not fail to touch many hearts while it reveals the abyss in which 
both good sense and humanity appear to be about to disappear. Among those 
readers whose feelings you will have moved will there not be some who are 
capable of finding a remedy for this disgraceful persecution—some who will not 
merely deplore. but also efface, the darkest stain that rests upon our age?” 

Statistics just published as to the recent annual conscription for the 
Russian Army show that the number of Jewish recruits was 16,169. While the 
proportion of Jews to the whole population of Russia is as 1 to 23, the propor- 
tion of Jewish recruits to the whole is as 1 to 16, 


“MEMORIES OF THE MASTER OF BaLLio..’—In this article on Dr. Jowett,

Iam very glad to meet Mr, -George Alexander Kohut as the narrator of so 
interesting a story as that contained in his brochure “ The Court Jew, Lippold ” 
(Philip Cowen, 213-215, East 44th Street, New York, 1893). Itisatale ofa 
sixteenth century martyrdom. Joachim II, Elector of Brandenburg, 
re-admitted the Jews to his kingdom, and in 1558 appointed the Jewish financier 
Lippold to act as Chancellor of the Exchequer. By his energy and good 
management he not only increased the funds at the disposal of the Elector, but 
effected concurrently a reduction in the taxation of the people. Lippold, 
unhappily, did not combine tact with talent, and perhaps witha natural enjoy- 


ment of the topsy-turvy position the Jew often kept the grandees waiting a 
little too long for an audience, 7 


The grudge thus born, went on increasing ; not the less rapidly because the 


aristocracy were for a time compelled to conceal their resentment. Lippold soon 
added a further provocation, ‘I'he Elector, probably at this Jewish minister's 


suggestion, proclaimed that all citizens of Berlin in possession of old coins were 


to deliver them up for the royal use on payment of their full value. Very few 
of the Berlinaristocrats obeyed ; and one day Lippold, accompanied by electoral 
halberdiers, appeared in the homes of eighteen of the chief citizens, and enforced 
the surrender of all minted money. This infraction of private rights created a 
serious sensation, but the position of Lippold was still too strong for a successful 


attack from the side of the injured nobility. Nor were the Jews of Berlin | 


better affected towards the Finance Minister, Thoughseveral acts of generosity 
on Lippold’s part towards Jews are authenticated, yet his devotion to his prince 
justly outweighed his interest in his coreligionists. His unpopular duty it was 
to collect the annual assessments of the Jewish tribute. Though he greatly 
abominated the task, and often paid the money himself, still he experienced to 
the full the usual unpopularity that falls to the lot of tax-gatherers, 


On the eve of the 2nd of January, 1571, the Elector sat at supper after a 
wolf hunt. It was his last meal. He took a cup of Malmsey wine, as a 
sleeping-draught, from the hands of Lippold, and fell asleep for ever. He died 
that night, and next day Lippold was arrested. Then the fury of the populace, 

long pent-up, broke out against the Jews. The synagogue in Cloister Street was 
sacked, the houses of the Jews were entered and plundered. Next day, Lippold’s 
public accounts were overhauled, They were written in Hebrew, but an expert 
was employed, and all was found accurate beyond suspicion. Nowhere could a 
trace of fraud or embezzlement be detected. He was acquitted in the most 
dramatic way of the only semblance of irregularity which his accounts presented. 
He returned to his private house, in the Stralauer Strasse, but was subjected to 
the constant surveillance of his relentless, though, for the moment, discofiifited, 
f es, | | | 


One day, poor Lippold had a domestic guarrel, and his wife called him 
names, ‘“ Magician,” “sorcerer” and similar epithets came in strident notes 
from her lips, for Lippold had indeed dabbled in Alchemy, He was now 
rearrested on a charge of sorcery. In Lippold’s pocket was discovered a 
Hebrew book of charms, and under the terrible tortures of the rack he con- 
fessed to having hoodwinked the deceased Elector. It was an easy step to 


obtain a confession that Lippold had compassed that Elector’s death. Con- 


sidering that Lippold’s whole tareer was bound up with the life of the Elector, 
the absurdity of the last-named accusation was obvious even to the most pre- 
J udiced of his assailants. On the scaffold he repudiated his confession ; and 
boldly maintained his innocence. Balzer, the executioner, thereupon tortured 
him so keenly that he fainted. Balzer subsequently received the thanks of 
the enlightened tribunal for his humane achievement. A large mouse ran 
across the scaffold, and the assembled mob believed that the mouse was the 
devil, who dwelt in Lippold, and declined to be burned with him, His widow 
was robbed of her husband's property, in order to defray the cost of the 
trial !

A new translation of the Mishnah cannot fail to be an important event, 
The new German version now appearing in parts in Berlin (H. Itzkowski, Gr. 
Hamburgerstr. 18-19) was begun as long ago as 1887, but now the work has made 
considerable progress. The newly issued part XV. contains Baba Kama and 
Baba Metsia. The translator is E. Baneth, and there are also notes, The 
German is printed in Latin characters, and the text of the Mishnah is punctuated, 
This, of course, is not the first German ,franslation of the Mishnah. Jost 
published a similar version, though the present work claims to be quite indepen- 
dent of Jost, The English translation of the Mishnah by De Sola and Raphael 
only contained a select number of treatises, and even in those many portions 
were omitted, Surrenhesius’s Latin edition still remains the fullest and best. 
But the new German edition which, moreover, is very cheap, will be found 
serviceable to students, 


With regard to Renan’s latest work, described by Mr. de Villiers in last 
week’s Jewish Chronicle, it should be remembered that some eloquent pages 
from the “ Rabbins Francais” have already been published. They appsared, 
strange to tell, in England, in the fifth voluma of the Jewish Quarterly Review, 
It is important for students to know that the pages of the “ Historie litteraire 
de la France,”’ containing Dr, Neubauer’s history of the French Rabbis will | 
shortly be issued separately with indices (including one of the Hebrew titles).

Dr, Cyrus Adler, of the Smithsonian Institute, has published in the 
Proceedings of the U.S. National Museum a most interesting and complete 
monograph on “The Shofar; its Use and Origin.” He has summed up in 
fourteen closely-written pages all that has ever been written on this subject, 
except some articles contributed by Rev. F, L. Cohen to the Jewish Chronicle, and 
by M.Schoul to the Archives Israélites, He deals with the method of sounding 
(the three traditional flourishes) the Shofar in the [Jewish] liturgy, (including 
Saadyah Gaon’s ten reasons for blowing it), Mishnic regulations, Biblical 


| passages (given in full), use as war-horn, other uses (in excommunication, &c.,) 
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etymology (cognate with 
(of horn in use among uncivilized peoples), He concludes that its use points to 
an inland p2ople, as tribes by the seaside use concbes or sea-shells for purposes 
of summons, 


It was probable, Dr. Adler thinks, that the Shofar was originally a goat's 
horn, and may possibly be connected with the sacrificial use of that animal. He 
refers toa remark made by Baroa von Korff that in Polish synagogues Shofars 
made of goat’s horn are still used. This is not against the Mishnic rule, which 
states (Itosh Iashanah iii,, 3), “‘ Every kind of horn may be used,” but Professor 
Adler considers that the Polish tradition may be anterior to the formation of 
the Jewish liturgy, which connects the Shofar with the horn of the ram that 
providentally saved Isaac’slife. In any case, the Shofar is the oldest musical (?) 
instrument known, having been in continuous use since Bible times. One 
hesitates, however, to identify the ancient with the modern instrument, of 


which it can scarc:ly be said, “ Shall a Shofar be blown in a city and the people 
not become afraid ?” (Amos lil, 6), 


Dr. Adler’s paper is accompanied by four plates, the first containing repre- 
sentations of similar instruments used by African and other tribes; the second 
two ancient Shofars exhibited at the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition. The third 
plate contains others specimens from the same exhibition. I imagine that the 
“Shofar of the Great Synagogue, Aldgate, London” (Pi, xlvii,, 1) is identical 
with the “ Shofar belonging to the Great Synagogue, London” (PI. xlviii, 3). 
The former illustration was obtained from Hipkins’ Musical Instrument, the 
latter from the Catalogue of the Exhibition, ‘but the object was the same, 
The last.plate contains two specimens with inscriptions; again, one is from 
the Great Synagogue, London, though this time clearly not identical, The 
Great Synagogue thus contributes the ram’s share to the collection of illus- 
trations, doubtless owing to the edition de luxe of the exhibition catalogue of 
the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition.

JOTTINGS FROM THE UNITED STATES.

BaLTIMORE, Noy, 10, 1895, 
Now that the Columbian World’s Fair has closed, we may take stock of the 
considerable part played in it by Jews, They figured on the Committees which 
lanned the Exposition, and agitated it until it came into being; they contributed 
iberally to the fund and to the stock for which there was no return, their names 
appeared on the Nationaland many State Commissions, on Committees of Award 
and in honorary bodies of many kinds, They formed a fair proportion among 
the exhibitors, and their names appear among the honor winners in more thana 
sprinkling. One hardly knows where to begin to speak of them. Inthe Fine 
Arts Building, among 10,000 exhibits, Josef Israel's * Alone in the World” was 
voted the gem of gems. Being hors de concours, it took no medal, Ashnazy’s 
great painting, the “ Bridegroom on Examination,” attracted very much atten- 
tion in the Russian section, where it was flanked by the “ Bride of the Sabbath,” 
with the “Parents of Moses” near by. There were scriptural paintingsin great 
numbers, and at least a score of Old Testament subjects, Miss Cohen’s “ Russian

_ Elsewhere in the exposition there was much to attract the Jew. In the 
Liberal Arts’ Department occupying a very prominent position was the exhibit 
of the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle, a very creditable one indeed, showing what 
the great institution was doing in training the hand and the eye. The names of 
the cities where its schools are located were posted conspicuously, but the objects 
and the accomplishments of this great institution were left without advertise- 
ment, the opportunity of a lifetime. The only circular which I saw on the 
booth, as I stopped to examine it on October Ist, was that of the Jewish Publi- 
cation Society. It made good use of the main chance. Near by was the exhibit 
of the De Hirsch Training School of New York for Russian immigrants, of the 
Hebrew Technical Institute, and of the Jewish Training School of Chicago, all 
shown to great advantage, and all carefully advertised by placards and circulars, 
Jews do indeed know fairly well what the Alliance Isra¢lite aims to do and does, 
ioe a millions who passed by only casually ought to have bien enlightened as 
well. 
Inthe Governmental exhibit of the Smithsonian Institution of Washington, 
D.C., were several cases showing Jewish ceremonial objects alongside of similar 

pieces used by worshippers of other creeds, Dr, Cyrus Adler, hbrarian of the 
institution, made the collection. A similar set fora like purpose was in the 
Anthropological Building, but being badly placed did not attract the same general 
attention as the ober, | 
~____Dr. Adler is also responsible for some very attractive features in the famous 
‘ Midway Plaisance. His trip to the Orient, extending over a year, nad as its 
purpose to secure representation by Turkey, and her provinces, from Moroceo, 
Algiers and Egypt. He succeeded quite well, as the exhibits in the various build- 
ings showed, He induced some concessionaires to bring over their contribution 
to this popular object lesson in ethnology, That the excellent reproduction of 
the “ Streets of Cairo,” had its ludicrous features and none too attractive sides 
that the Turks showed the much decried danse du ventre, and the far Kast, like 
the rest, had money-making devices of such kinds as were commendable. and 
many more that were not to be commended—that the extremely popular and 
instructive side-shows were not conducted in a manner he would have had them 
had he exercised control over them of any kind—of course is not to be charged 
against Dr. Adler.

The second Annual Meeting of the American-Jewish Historical Society js 
to be held on December 28th, in New York City. Dr, Cyrus Adler, the soul of 
the movement, and its Corresponding Secretary, announces November 15th ag 
the last day for the receipt of papers to be read on that occasion. 

In the historical line, the book for the year, among Jews, is Judge Duly's 
“ Jewish Settlements in North America,’ edited by Max J. Kohler. Rev. Fluegel 
of Baltimore, has just published a work whichis attracting general attention, called 
the “Spirit of Biblical Legislation,” showing how so-called modern schemes for 
social regeneration were practically carzied out in Bible times among Israelitas, 

Among Jews who have recently been made prominent by their achievements 
is Dr. Simon Flexner, of the great Johns Hopkins Hospital. He rose to promi- 
nence within five years. After studying as a druggist, and pursuing his calling 
he graduated in the Southern Medical School of Louisville, Ky., where he was 
born, applied himself vigorously to investigations in bicteriology, and came to 
Baltimore, where, for merit, he was soon given a fellowship at the Hopkins 
University. Before he could take the degree of Doctor of Philosophy within 
the time limit, he was made instructor in Pathology, and now the youngest man 
on the staff has been given the position of Associate Professor in the same field, 
The rise is phenomenal. Victor Rosewater, son of the editor of the Omaha 
Bee, also a graduate of Johne Hopkins, is the youngest doctor of philosophy in 
a first-rate university in the land,

The report of Superintendent Stump, of the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion, just made public, contains many intaresting facts. There are 24 ports of 
entry for immigrants to the United States, New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Baltimore, and New Orleans being the chief ones in the order named. The 
figures show how the new laws regulating and restricting immigration 
which went into effect early this spring, have operated. During the fiscal 
year, ending June 3), 449,703 immigrants arrived in this country, being 
a decrease of 141,03! over the previous vear, and 1,053 persons were debarred 
for special causes. In addition to this number, 5/7 were returned having 
become public charges within one year after arriving in the United States, 
only three persons were admitted upon bonds, against 2,315 in the year pre- ' 


vious, Despite the fact that large numbers came over in March and April of 


this year in order to be entered before the restrictive measures were enforced, 
and despite these same measures, and the falling off from Russia (to which the 
Superintendent directs special aitention) and from other countries where 
cholera was prevailing, the total admissious are not surprising, being near those 
of ordinary vears since 1880,.greater than the years 1885 and 1880, when they 
were only 35,000 and 334,009, respectively, but not comparing, of course, with 
the exceptional year, 1882, when 788,992 souls were admitted. Mr. Stump says, 
however, that his bureau has reliable information that the volume of Immigration 


this year would have been much larger had the new restrictive laws not been 


enforced. He says that great numbers of undesirable classes who intended to 
undertake the voyage abandoned their purpose or were refused transportation. 
By a comparison of those now arriving with those who came in former years, 
the retnedial effect of recent legislation becomes apparent. The system of 
inspection is so faithfully conducted thatif for want of proper examination 
abroad, an idiot or insane person, pauper or one likely to become a public 


charge, or one suffering from a loathsome or dangerous contagious disease 


succeeds in embarking, almost certain detection awaits him here and he 1s 
deported at the expense of the steaamship company bringing him over. 

The surveillance of the bureau continues over all immigrants for a full year 
from the time of their arrival,and the right of deportation is frequently 
exercised after so long a period. 

The country has endorsed the Chinese anti-immigration law which admits 
few, if any, of the Emperor’s subjects, and orders all deported who are not duly 


registered, after a certain period. How rigorously the courts enforce the laws 


when the Immigration Inspectors call their attention to breaches of them, is 
shown in the case of the four Siberian convicts who escaped their guards, and 
after many privations succeeded in landing in San Francisco. Being convicts, 
not under sentence for so-called political crimes, they must be excluded under 
the law, and given over to Russia, with whom there is a new extradition treaty 
allowing of it—despite the fact that the sentiment of the country is with all who 
are fortunate enough to escape Siberian rigors. Perhaps Mr. George Kennan 


and the friends of Russian freedom will succeed after all in preventing the 


return of these unfortunates to their Siberian hell. | . 

A report in the newspapers that Russia opens all letters from America, and 
confiscates a large percentage of the money contained therein, has aroused a 
great deal of indignation here, Fortunately the Czar’s minions dare not lay 
violent hands on former fellow countrymen—Jews and Dissenters in this 
country, and it is certain that this outrage will not be permitted. 

The Jewish ‘I'heological Seminary of New York City will inherit 
125,090 dollars to be used as a sinking fund. The money is derived from Mr. 
Hyman Gratz of Philadelphia, brother of Rebecca Gratz, to whom local com- 
munal institutions owe much, and who is immortalised as the heroine in Scott's 
“Ivanhoe,” He died in 1856, and left the money, about 100,000 dollars, to the 
Mikveh Israel Congregation of Philadelphia, to be used for the education of 
Jewish boys of that city, in case a male heir should fail to reach maturity. That 
event has happened in the death of one of the family, and the money will be 
turned over to the congregation. Its Rabbi, the Rev. Dr; Sebato Morais, is the 
founder and President of the Institution, and it is expected that’ in order to 
meet the conditions of the will, the Seminary will have to be transferred to 
Philadelphia, if it is to enjoy the income from this splendid fund. oe

MANCHESTER, 


The Rey, Dr. Salomon, Minister of the Great Synagogue, was on? of the 
speakers at a crowded meeting of the National Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, held last Thursday in Manchester, under the presidentship of the Duke 
of Fife and in the presence of the Lori Lieutenant of Irelani. Dr, Salomon,in the 
course of his speech, said that baving been invited to second a resolution he did s) 
as the mouthpiece of the Hebrew community in Manchester, The Jewish com- 
munity belonged to a race whose greatest pride ‘and treasure was that Book 
which inculcated over and over again the love of parents towards their children, 
and of children towards their parents, From the Jewish standpoint and conception 
there should really be no need for the existence of an iastitution like the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children ; for what father or mother who had ever 
perused the sacred writings could fail to be impressed with the words of the great 
prophet in which he pictured the relation of God to man in glowing colours derived 
from acomparison of the love of the parent for the child ?—(Applause,) Yet crimes 
were committed and cruelties were carried out which we could only have expected 
from the veriest savages, The child which should be the obdject of tender affection 


became the victim of inhuman cruelty and even of brutal passion. He was proud 


to say, however, that among the Jews cases of cruelty to children were almost en- 
tirely unknown,—(Applause.) And why? Because the sanctity of family life 
had been cherished from patriarchal times as one of the best features in their 
national life, and partly also because the Jews, though there were scarcely any 
teetotallers among them—(laughter).—were free from the great root of this evil of 
cruelty to children and from that besetting vice of mankind, indulgence in strong 
drink.—( Applause.) Many of his race spent their lives in poverty, difficulty, and 
hardship, but they would do nothing to swell the amount of those crimes which the 
Society was nobly endeavouring to redress, The Society had his warmest sympathy 
and support, He did not stand there simply as a member of the Jewish faith, 
They of the House of Israel were part:and parcel of the general community of this 
‘cuuntry—(applause),—and whatever contributed to raise their fellow-countrymen 
in the scale of humanity was a matter of the profoundest interest to them all.

Myslis at once commenced to break away the brickwork round the 
window frame.

He was slightly 
dazed for a few moments, but he would not relinquish his purpose, and bravely 
renewing his efforts, brought the three children out of harm's way.
